Nine inches of snow fell, paralyzing traf-. 
fic and the marked drop in the tempera- | 
turg,brought untold suffering to the city’s 
poor. The blizzard caused seven deaths 
in New York and vicinity, while many | 
persons, dvercome “by the cold, dropped | 
to the street, some of them receiving | 
fractured bones. 

The storm began with an icy sleet, | 
which stuck to car rails and caused a 
speedy abandonment of railroad and trol- 
ley schedules. ' The sleet covered the side- 
walks and streets with ice, and rendered 
them almost impassable. Scores of horsép 
fell and many were 86 badly injured that 
they hdd to be killed. 

A fine snow succeeded the sleet, and, 
aided by the wind, soon piled up drifts 
that shut off many suburhan points from 
the cy. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the thermom- 
eter registered 10 degrees above zero, and 
continued in that vicinity all day. 

The drifts caused a milk famine, and 
only a small percentage of the usua 
amount of milk was delivered in the city. 
Milk trains on the various railroads were 
held up by snowbanks.

Provisions of the Bill. 

The b.ll agreed upon is divided into 
eleven sections. The first makes pro-

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
wind: had died away, .in a great meas- 
ure, and the temperature had begun its 
upward movement, reaching 36 degrees. 
Forecaster Marbury stated that during 
last night it would probably range from 
30 down to perhaps as low as 25 degrees. 

Today, however, higher temperatures 
may be expected and the strong winds 
will not blow out of the northwest, so 
that the denizens of Atlanta can realize 
they are at home after a glance at the 
thermometer.

Washington, D. C., January 4.—The im- 
mediate adjournment of the house today 
prevented action of any kind in connec- 
tion with the resolution of Representa- 
itive Livingston, of Georgia, asking for 
all the facts concerning the government's 
methods of collecting and disseminating 
crop statistics, 

Speaker Cannon holds that the resolu- 
tion is not privileged while his parlia- 
mentary advisor, Mr. Hinds, is of the 
Opinion that it is privileged. This latter 
view is expected to prevail ultimateiy, 
and if it does, Mr. Livingston will be 
enabled to ask for an immediate report. 

It is understood that the committee on 
agriculture js quite ready to make pus- 
sible the furnishing of the required data 
if the house desires, despite the claim 
that all the important information in 
that connection have been repeatedly 
published, and that a full and literal 
response to the Livingston resolution 
will involve a very considerable expense. 
However, there is not the slightest dis- 
position to hide anything, and if the 
house insists the whole matter will doubt- 
less be gone over again. 

Representative Burleson, of Texas, to- 
day introduced a resolution authorizing 
and directing the director the census to 
jcollect and publish on the same dates, 
and at the same time he makes publica- 
tion of the ginners’ reports of cotton 
annual statistics of the consumption of 
cotton, the surplus of cotton held by the 
manufacturers, and the quantity of cot- 
ton exported. 

When the house reconvened today Mr. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, submitted the report 
of the merchant commission, the minor- 
ity being given until Friday to stbmuit 
their views. 

The house adjourned until] tomorrow 
out of respect to the memory of the late 
Representative Mahoney, of Ilinois. 


Washington, January 4.—The Ameri- 
can forest cOngress today heard a large 
number of papers and addresses on va- 
rious topics connected with forestry. 
Among the speakers was John L Kaul, 
of- Alabama, who commended the bureau 
of forestry for having demonstrated “‘the 
eminently practical character of its 


work.’’ 

On behalf of the Appalachian Park As- 
sociation, W. 8S. Harvey, of Pennsylv4- 
nia, made an earnest plea for the in- 
fluence of the forest congress upon the 
congress of the United States for the 
establishment of a forest reservation jn 
the eastern states. 

The proposed Appalachian reservation, 
he said. comprised 3,840,000 acres, and 
he maintaineg that as the southern states 
have more than $200,000,000 invested 
in cotton mills, depending in large meas- 
ure upon water power, the taking of the 
forest cover.from the Appalachian moun- 
taling would destroy the opportunity 
which nature had given the south to 
grow and increase in wealth and pros- 
perity. The proposed reservation, he ex- 
plained, extended through several states, 
but it was not practicable to depend on 
state action. The matter was referred 
to the committee on resolutions. 

General Fitzhugh Lee was introduce 
amid a storm of applause. He sa he 
did not come from a section of the 
eountry where there was much tim- 
her because the armies of the north 
and south had used it all for camp 
fires. His purpose in appealing before 
the congress, he said, to extend a hearty 
invitation to hold the meeting of 1907 in 
WNorfolk, or some other city In that 
vicinity in order that the delegates 
might participate In the Jamestown cele- 
bration. He spoke of the landigg at 
Jamestown as marking the beginning 
of Hberty and law on this continent, and 
expressed the hope that foreign nations 
would participate in the celebration with 
ehips and troops. “Of course,’’ he added 
amid laughter, ‘‘we would keep the 
troops of Russia and Japan as far apart 
as possible.”

The condition of 
Ohio winter wheat was placed at 72, 
as compared with 77 the corresponding 
time a year ago. As the day advanced 
traders sold more freely, and the mar- 
ket eased off considerably, going io
